"We've done this in Fairhaven and sometimes 
you get concerned (about the scope)," Mr. Boulay said. 
"In Fairhaven we have small groups of people ... and this 
year we're asking that we be allowed to sing one or two 
songs. It's all for a specific purpose." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
declare May 2, 2002 as a "National Day of Prayer" in 
Mattapoisett and granted permission to Ms. Awad and 
Mr. Boulay to conduct the ceremony at 12:00 noon as 
requested. 

Chairman Lambalot next read a prepared "Press 
Release" in response to the recent decision rendered in a 
civil lawsuit filed against the Town of Mattapoisett by 
former Deputy Fire Chief Paul Lopes.

" Where's the deadline? What's the urgency for us 
to be online? Is there a problem ... are we behind?" 
Selectman Denham asked.

"Basically what we have is a modified, level- 
funded budget/ 7 Mr. Motta said. "In terms of student 
enrollment, we need to do more. The budget I'm present- 
ing is the budget which was voted on by the (district) 
school committee. There will be some decrease." Mr. 
Motta agreed to have the final figures to Ms. Enroth-

"We have a school that is pretty much over 
capacity, so we have to cover out-of-district tuition, " Mr. 
Motta said. "If we get a 10 percent decrease (in local aid), 
we have to get ready for a major hit next year which could 
be as high as $231,000." 

Marion's net assessment of $82,593 is down from 
last year's amount, but Marion Finance Committee 
(FinCom) Chairman Lee Hayes was concerned that the 
town's net assessment went up. 

"The way we look at this is to very simply look at 
the end result here in Marion," Mr. Hayes said. "What is 
our assessment, net of all state aid, and what do we pay 
divided by the number of students we have? In terms of 
affordability, we put out a message of 4 percent to all the 
schools ... we would say on our affordability scale, this 
budget is not affordable. This is the same message we sent 
to Old Rochester Regional High School. The thing that is 
more alarming is the cost per student ... last year was 
$6,700 per student. This year, that number is $9,800 per 
student, which is a 47 percent increase." 

"The more enrollments (you) have, that number is 
going to go down per assessment," Mr. Motta said. "What 
we're asking from Marion is really $1,975 (per student), 
because we're required to provide the transportation (and 
other costs)." 

"We've pushed back very hard on all our schools 
this year," Chairman Bryant said. "That's the only mes- 
sage we can leave with you."

to have been an effort made to bring down the costs/ 7 
Selectman Winters said. "Things don't happen overnight. 
There really does seem to be both motivation and some 
results to bring the costs down. Our message is, you're 
making the right effort, we're just hoping you can do a 
little more." 

At 7:50 pm the board met with Town Counsel 
Thomas Crotty regarding the proposed Home Rule 
Petition for Title V sewer betterment deferrals. "The 
process is pretty straightforward, we get Town Meeting to 
approve authorizing the Selectmen to go to the legislature 
to pass legislation for the betterment deal," Mr. Crotty 
said. "The method is to get an abatement, which is a 
permanent reduction in the betterment. However you 
calculate that ... the person who owns that property is 
going to be told how much they have to pay. Bascially, it's 
a permanent reduction in the amount of the betterment 
(assessment)." 

The board explained that this plan would allow a 
10-year deferral on the betterment payment under a plan 
managed by the Board of Health. 

"The idea is that if somebody has invested money 
to meet Title V regulations, then we would like them to 
have the opportunity to get some benefit out of the 
system before they have to pay additional funds to meet 
the betterment," Chairman Bryant said. "What we've 
proposed is a 10-year deferral ... but they would still pay 
the same total betterment." 

Selectman Winters said this proposal would only 
apply to about 39 house lots at the present time, and the 
town is hoping to have as many homeowners participate 
upfront as possible. 

"The real motivation to do this is to make it as 
financially feasible to homeowners as possible because we 
feel it is the right thing to do and it will certainly help the

environment/ 7 Selectman Winters said. "Two of the areas 
are directly on the water and the discharge goes directly

If Mattapoisett does not address its non-compliance of Massachusetts 10% affordable housing rule, the 
community is vulnerable to developers of 40B housing projects. Those developers can bypass local 
zoning by-laws thereby forcing the town to accept the consequences with little or no recourse. 

The Mattapoisett Housing Partnership can be the driving force to identify the need for a variety of 
housing, and the availability of land for development in town.

Water Protection Grant Awarded 

State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett) recently announced the release of a drinking 
water protection grant of $311,000 toward the purchase of 
257 acres of land within the Mattapoisett River Aquifer. 
The parcel, known as the Rounseville-Willoughby land, is 
located in Rochester and abuts the existing state conserva- 
tion land. The aquifer provides drinking water for the 
towns of Mattapoisett, Marion, Rochester and Fairhaven. 

"This grant from the state is a critical part of a 
multi-town effort to preserve quality drinking water 
supplies for our area/ 7 Representative Straus said. "The 
local town officials are to be commended for identifying 
the need for this project as part of their strategy to protect 
the public health of these four towns." 

The Mattapoisett River aquifer supplies drinking 
water from public and private wells in the four towns. In

Normally I don't much go for computer-animated movies 
(Antz was an exception), but Ice Age — released, ironically, by 
20th Century-Fox — is about as close as digital feature-length 
toons have come to the glory days of Warner Bros / Looney Toons. 
This is really the first computer-generated movie I can recall that 
couldn't have been done almost as well in stop-motion, and its 
technique doesn't feel like the tail wagging the dog — it wears its 
visual virtuosity lightly. Perhaps all this is only a roundabout 
way of saying that Ice Age, almost alone among these bits-and- 
bytes things, is funny enough to win me over. 

Take Scrat, the squirrel-rat mix instantly beloved by anyone 
who saw him exerting himself in the ads (that's only the beginning 
of his trials in the movie). Scrat, easily the runaway star of Ice Age, 
is a wonderful wordless creation — an icon of mute, hapless 
indomitability to rival Wile E. Coyote. Every time he shows up 
toting his cherished acorn, the audience perks up, and the movie 
always rewards our anticipation. Resilient and single-minded, 
Scrat exists to be trampled and defeated. It's terrible to say this, 
but Scrat is probably the best character we've gotten in any new 
movie during this wretched first quarter of 2002. You understand 
exactly what he wants, you want him to succeed, and you laugh 
when he doesn't. 

The main throughline of Ice Age is a rather routine quest. An 
infant boy has been separated from his village by a pack of 
vengeful sabertooth tigers. Enter Manfred (voice by Ray Romano), 
a slow-moving, jaded mammoth, and Sid (John Leguizamo), a 
motormouth sloth. The baby shows up at their feet; they determine 
to bring him back to his people. This is all Manfred needs: sighing 
heavily with disgust, he's already been pushed near the limits of 
his patience by the craven and incurably annoying Sid. There's a 
bit of Shrek-and-the-Donkey dynamic in this, but Shrek was far 
from the first movie to work that angle, and the perpetually 
dissatisfied-sounding Romano and the eager, extroverted 
Leguizamo make a likable team. Sighing even more heavily, 
Manfred agrees to help the baby. 




Complicating matters is the sabertooth Diego (Denis Leary), 
charged by his leader with the task of capturing the infant alive. 
Diego hooks up with the trio, offering to lead them to the baby's 
family, but really plotting to lure them into an ambush. Of course, 
he gradually grows to like his companions, setting up a genuine 
redemptive character arc — in a computer cartoon for kids? This 
might not have worked so well if not for the voice of Leary, who 
specializes in characters who growl and snarl but grudgingly let 
themselves soften into compassion. When a sourball like Denis 
Leary goes human, it counts for something, even if he's a tiger. 

There are a couple of fine setpieces — a whizzing trip 
through a mountain of ice (featuring some good sight gags 
involving things preserved in the ice), a volcanic eruption that 
forces our heroes to hop from peak to peak. The baby toddles 
along, giggling and cooing, saved from terminal cuteness by his 
Icelandic features — he looks like a miniature Bjork and stares at 
everything with fascinated incomprehension. There's a moral — 
"Work together and watch each other's back" — but it isn't 
pressed too hard. The animation has a deadpan-skittish quality; 
the comic timing harks back to Friz Freleng and Chuck Jones. 
There's hardly a whiff of Disney anywhere near Ice Age, a vast 
relief for the Mouse-phobes among us. 

There's a slight, somewhat disquieting subtext: At least two 
of the heroes, Manfred and Diego, are helping a species that has 
been known to decimate their kind. Except for the burbling baby, 
mankind is not viewed fondly in Ice Age; it's the critters' story, and 
eventually a detente of sorts is reached between the species — not 
that it ultimately did the mammoths or the sabertooths any good. 
When the heroes wander off towards the frozen horizon, we may 
note with some sadness that two-thirds of the group wouldn't be 
around much longer. But then Scrat is brought on for one last bit 
of business, and all of that is forgotten.

I fear the "Good 01' Boy Network" is at it again. 

Yes, just when you thought it was safe to wage a 
fair and balanced political campaign in Mattapoisett, 
and there was at least a glimmer of hope with two 
formidable challengers running against the usually- 
unopposed incumbent, their itchy trigger fingers 
started twitching this past week and those same good- 
intentioned candidates may have found themselves 
caught in the crosshairs. 

In yet another thinly-veiled endorsement of the 
candidate for re-election, the board boasted their own 
proud accomplishments publicly during this past 
Monday's Selectmen's meeting (which is televised 
live, mind you) with an inexplicable "Press Release" 
regarding the still-pending lawsuit between the town 
and former Deputy Fire Chief Paul Lopes. The re- 
lease claimed the town was "pleased" with the Fed- 
eral Court decision to dismiss two out of three counts 
in the filed complaint and that it "looks forward" to 
the upcoming trial. 

When was the last time a municipality was pleased 
with pending litigation and actually looked forward to 
a costly court trial? 

Come to think of it, when was the last time any 
town officials were so forthcoming with public state- 
ments about lawsuits which had yet to be settled? 

I've been covering news in the greater tri-town 
area for over a decade now, and I've grown accus- 
tomed to measured political responses like "no com- 
ment" or "that matter is still in litigation" when ask- 
ing about such cases. Town officials are never wont 
to voluntarily offer opinion or commentary on such 
legal hot potatoes and they generally refer such in- 
quiries to Town Counsel. 

Unless there's some reason for tooting their own 
horn and putting a spin on the story, that is. And what 
better way to pat themselves collectively on the back 
(and, in turn, promote their fellow board member up 
for re-election) than releasing an "official" statement 
to the press and blaring "Hail to the Chiefs" via their 
rehearsed public access Monday night soapbox? 

This is the same board, mind you, that on the very 
eve of last year's Annual Town Election used similar 
cable airtime (which should be devoted solely to town 
business) to "correct" errors and misstatements made 
in published political campaign advertisements to the 
detriment of another candidate challenging the seated 
incumbent. I'm starting to think the Mattapoisett 



board should just save us all the lip service and sim- 
ply wear political buttons and tilted, red-white-and- 
blue styrofoam campaign hats on their heads every 
week. You know, let us know where they really stand. 

Granted, we all know politicians relish the op- 
portunity to grandstand around election time, and 
I'm not suggesting they remain silent on important 
town issues while campaigning simply to avoid the 
appearance of politicking, either. 

But there's a fine line between appearance and 
reality, and it's high time someone publicly say what's 
been whispered around town and in the notorious 
"wind tunnels" for years: When it comes to Mattapoisett 
politics, it's not what you know, it's who you know. 

Come on in here, dear boy, have a cigar ... you're go- 
ing to go far I 

Forget voting for the best candidate. Ignore those 
empty campaign promises and bloated resumes. Put 
up as many campaign signs (but only on private prop- 
erty, please) and plaster as many bumper stickers 
around town as you can.

But if you find yourself nodding in silent agree- 
ment, think long and hard about how you can break 
the vicious cycle of self-serving politics and usher in 
change as you head to the polls on April 2. And if 
this sounds like I'm making a political endorsement 
or attempting to dissuade you from a particular can- 
didate, I'm really not. 

I'm just using my weekly published soapbox to 
correct a few errors and misconceptions. Honest. 

Oh, and if you're looking for a rebuttal from the 
Band of Brothers on this matter, be sure to dial up 
their Monday night Selectmen's meeting at 7:00 pm. 
I'm sure they'll have plenty to say on taxpayers' time.
